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Bresler Explores Various Options 
With City on Parcel 15 Development

Charles Bresler, a major 
landowner, developer, and 
on occasion center of contro¬ 
versy in Greenbelt over the 
past 20 years or more, spent 
two hours with city council 
on February 23, discussing 
ways in which the “Lakeside 
West Subdivision’’ (Parcel 
15) could be developed. De¬ 
claring that the land is now 
ripe for use, Bresler sought 
to learn what council might 
accept, and what it might 
ask in the way of trade-offs 
or concessions, 

A wide array of possibilities 
was tossed around, ranging from 
single-family houses on through 
townhouses and office buildings 
to a highrise apartment or elder¬ 
ly-housing structure, Bresler 
suggested he might be better able 
to meet some of the council’s 
concerns, such as adverse impact 
on Attick Park and Greenbelt 
lake, if he was allowed increased 
development density on Parcels 
1 and 2. 

Bresler, along with other own¬ 
ers, developed major portions of 
Greenbelt during the ’60s — Box¬ 
wood, Lakecrest Homes, Charles- 
towne Village. Charlestown 


North. Greenbelt Plaza Apart¬ 
ments, and Greenbelt Convales¬ 
cent Center. 

Parcel 15 

Parcel 15 is a 29-acre vacant 
tract south of the lake and west 
of the Charlestowne North apart¬ 
ment high-rise and Charlestowne 
Village condominiums. It is bor¬ 
dered on the west by the Beltway, 
and its southern end touches 
Greenbelt Road next to the Am¬ 
erican Legion. Bresler and one 
set of partners own the northern 
19 acres, and Bresler and a sec¬ 
ond set of partners the southern 
10 acres. 

According to Bresler, he has 
development rights on both sub¬ 
parcels given to him by the two 
partnerships. Any development 
of the land for use other than 
single-family detached housing 
would require rezoning action, ac¬ 
cording to city Administrative 
Assistant Michael McLaughlin. 

Bresler told council that he and 
the partners who own the north¬ 
ern 19 acres of Parcel 15 also 
own Parcels 1 and 2. The latter 
land, totalling 112 acres, lies a- 
long the northeastern edge of the 
city between Greenbelt Homes,' 
Ine„ and the Baltimore-Washing¬ 
ton Parkway, The land current¬ 
ly bears a “Rural-Residential” 
zoning label, and earlier efforts 


by Bresler to g$t more concentra¬ 
ted rezoning are in a form of 
limbo. Bresler believes the 
mortgage market will improve 
sufficiently by late 1983 or early 
1984 to let him start work on 
Parcels 1 and 2, assuming he gets 
the necessary rezoning. 

The meeting attended by Bres¬ 
ler was a council work session, 
intended to help council members 
decide what uses of Parcel 15 
might be the most acceptable — 
or, perhaps, the least unaccept¬ 
able — for the city. The city’s 
Advisory Planning Board (APB) 
had been reviewing several de¬ 
velopment possibilities since last 
fall with Bresler’s representa¬ 
tives, and had asked council for 
policy guidance before it went 
further. Mayor pro tern Richard 
Pilski and Councilman Thomas 
White were unable to attend. 
Representatives of APB, the 
Charlestowne Village Homeown¬ 
ers Association Board of Direc¬ 
tors, and the Lakeside Citizens 
Association Board of Directors 
were present and took part in the 
discussion. 

Impact on Lake 
Because of Parcel 15’s location 
and dimensions, any development 
there may have what are viewed 
by city and community rep re-

Action to Block BARC Sale 
01 260 Acres Picks Up Speed

The move to block the sale of 260 acres of Beltsville 
Agricultural Research Center land is gaining momentum. 
At the request of Senators Charles McC. Mathias. Jr. (R- 
Md.) and Paul Sarbanes (D-Md.). the Governmental Affairs 
sub-committee on Post Office, Civil Service and General 
Services will ask the General Services Administration to 
hold up the sale of the land so that a hearing on a bill 


opposing the action can be h< 

Earl E. Jones, GSA’s director 
of real property, said if a hold 
is requested, “we will be courte¬ 
ous and entertain it—what our 
ultimate position will he I don't 
know.” Jones said that GSA was 
“cognizant and aware of pro¬ 
posed resolutions” by Senators 
Mathias and Sarbanes and by 
Congressman Steny Hoyer (D- 
Md.) 

The Mathias-Sarbanes bill 423 
would block the sale, lease or 
conveyance of the 260 acres. The 
247-acre wooded parcel is in the 
northern part of BARC, west of 
the Baltimore-Washington Park¬ 
way and south of Odell and 
Springfield Roads. The 13-acre 
parcel is north of the National 
Agricultural Library on Route 1. 

Hoyer has drafted similar leg¬ 
islation and is pressing for a hold 
on the sale. His bill to prevent 
the sale also includes a further 
5.6 acres adjacent to the Sunny- 
side neighborhood park (along 
Rhode Island Avenue just outside 
the Beltway). 

As a back-up Hoyer expects to 
co-sponsor House Bill 89 intro¬ 
duced by Congressman Claudine 
Schneider (R-R.I.) This bill pro¬ 
vides that any federal land suit¬ 
able for conservation or recrea¬ 
tion purposes or of historic value 
must be offered to state and lo¬ 
cal units of government at the 
cost of transfer. The states would 
make the decision if the land is 
suitable. 

Passage of this bill would ap¬ 
parently change the present pro¬ 
cedure under the Reagan admin¬ 
istration mandating that all in¬ 
terested agencies must bid for 
available land at "a fair market 
value, subject to negotiation. 
(The Maryland National Capital 
Park and Planning 'Commission 
has expressed interest in acquir- 


ing the 260-acre BARC prop¬ 
erty.) 

In the meantime County Ex¬ 
ecutive Parris Glendening and 
County Councilman Chairman 
Frank Casula have appealed to 
Congressman Roth, Jr., chairman 
of the Governmental Affairs 
Committee, to urge that public 
hearings be held on the matter 
and to report out the Mathias- 
Sarbanes bill with a favorable 
recommendation to the full Sen¬ 
ate. 

On the state level, the Mary¬ 
land Senate passed a bill intro¬ 
duced by State Senators Leo 
Green, Arthur Dorman and Tho¬ 
mas Yeager to prevent the sale 
of the 247-acre BARC parcel. The 
matter is now before the House. 

More to Come? 

Both the disposal of the BARC 
acreage and the creation of a 
GSA study team to evaluate the 
entire 7,500 acre center are be¬ 
ing accomplished by the Reagan 
administration in the hope that 
the sale proceeds would help re¬ 
duce the federal deficit. 

In his March 7 letter to Mayor 
Gil Weidenfeld, Senator Sarbanes 
noted, . . GSA does not have 
either the responsibility or au¬ 
thority for determining whether 
the research center itself should 
be relocated. This study team is 
merely functioning as an outside 
consultant to assess whether the 
land and facilities at Beltsville 
are being utilized in accordance 
with government-wide standards 
for cost-per-acre of land and per- 
square foot of office space. The 
crucial decisions about retaining 
the facility will he made by the 
Secretary of Agriculture, whom 
I have already been in contact 
with on this issue. . . 

The GSA team will begin its 
study on April 19.

Open Letter

Dear George: 

Our office has received several 
inquiries from individuals inter¬ 
ested in knowing when Greenbelt 
Lake will be opened to fishing. 
As you know, we have been mon¬ 
itoring the fish in the lake since 
we drained and restocked the 
lake two years ago. During our 
fish sampling in the lake last 
fall, we thought that it might be 
possible to open the lake this 
year (1983), but that we would 
make further checks in the early 
spring of ’83 to make sure. 

Upon completion of our latest 
sampling which was conducted 
on March 8, 1983, we have deter¬ 
mined that the majority of the 
largemouth bass (micropteros 
Salmoides) appear to be between 
8 and 9 inches in length. 

After a discussion with the 
Department of Natural Resourc¬ 
es Police who have responsibility 
for patrolling the lake for vio¬ 
lations, we thought there may be 
a problem with youngsters tak¬ 
ing fish home that were under 
the legal size (12 inches). 

Therefore, our recommenda¬ 
tion is that the lake hot be open¬ 
ed for fishing until September 1, 
1983.

Washington's Birthday 
Marathon Results 

The Greenbelt Running Club 
helped organize the 22nd running 
of the Washington’s Day Mara¬ 
thon on February 20 principally 
on the roads of the Beltsville Ag¬ 
ricultural Research Center. There 
was much anxiety on the part of 
the runners and organizers be¬ 
tween the big snowstorm on Feb. 
11 and the race on Feb. 20. Run¬ 
ners came from upper New York 
state, New Hampshire and other 
areas which had even more snow. 

As a result of bad weather for 
training and doubt about condi¬ 
tions, a fewer number of runners 
finished than in most recent 
years. Although 281 preregis¬ 
tered, 75 did not show, 216 start¬ 
ed, 44 dropped out and only 172 
finished - 159 men and 13 women.

A Murder Has Been Arranged, a mystery by Emlyn 
Williams, opened last weekend at the Utopia Theater. The 
plot Turns on the inheritance of 2 million pounds by Sir 
Charles Jasper, author of The Occult Through the Ages, on 
his fortieth birthday.

As the play 
progresses, it becomes apparent 
that the crafty Maurice has ar¬ 
ranged the perfect murder. But 
cool planning and actual practice 
are often at variance as the final 
act so cleverly demonstrates. 

The Greenbelt Players, under 
the direction of Cliff Smith, give 
this play a creditable perform¬ 
ance. Loren Ziller is well-cast as 
the scholar of the occult. Shar- 
onne Albicker. as his wife Bea- ' 
trice, convincingly portrays the 
fright and tension of the occa¬ 
sion. The play is not without its 
lighter moments, however, and 
Caroline Reese as Mrs. Wragg 
(the cook), Jeff Bey rent as Jim¬ 
my North, and Eileen Ruefly as 
Mrs. Arthur (the meddling moth¬ 
er-in-law of Sir Charles) do their 
part to maintain the humor. Car¬ 
oline Reese does a particularly 
good job with Mrs. Wragg's 
Cockney accent, but could speak 
just a little more slowly for bet¬ 
ter comprehension. Melanie Fish- 
kind's portrayal of Miss Groze, 
Sir Charles' secretary, demon¬ 
strates well how deceiving first 
impressions can be. Robert Ro- 
tenberry. as Maurice Mullins, has 
a particularly striking stage 
presence and his haughty appear¬ 
ance at the end of act one arous¬ 
es the audience's curiosity. 

The simple and tasteful set 
and colorful costumes lend the 
play eye-appeal and the music of 
Joplin and Chopin add elegance, 
whereas the ominous music in 
the poisoning scene heightens the 
suspense.A Murder Has Been Ar¬ 
ranged is well worth attending 
and a good choice for the debut 
of the new curtain at the Utopia 
Theater. It can be seen again on 
Friday and Saturday, March 18- 
26 at 8:15 p.m. and on Sunday, 
March 20 at 2:30 p.m.

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Parcel 15 Development Problems

sentatives as serious drawbacks. 
The northern end of the parcel 
lies very close to the lower end 
of the lake, and the city’s repre¬ 
sentatives are first of all concern¬ 
ed about aesthetic impact on the 
view from the lake area. Their 
hope is to persuade the developer 
to dedicate a buffer strip of land 
to the city, and to keep construc¬ 
tion on the remaining land as un¬ 
obtrusive as possible. 

Noise impact from the Belt- 
way is the second greatest con¬ 
cern. APB members who re¬ 
cently walked over the property 
believe that the noise level would 
be almost intolerable in and a- 
round any residential units that 
might be constructed there, un¬ 
less there were extensive, and 
expensive, work done to provide 
noise barriers. Bresler seemed 
to doubt that it would be econom¬ 
ically feasible for him to include 
such barriers, although on this, 
as in many other parts of the ev¬ 
ening’s discussion, he hedged by 
saying a technical study of the 
proposal would be needed. 

The third major concern is 
traffic flow. Development of only 
the northern 19 acres as single¬ 
family residential would mean 
access only from Prince James 
Way, and a very narrow street 
within the development. If the 
19-acre and 10-acre tracts were 
to be combined for development 
purposes, a second entrance — 
exit route could be opened up 
via Legion Drive and Lakecrest 
Drive to Greenbelt Road, How¬ 
ever, users of Lakecrest Dr. 
who now find the situation at the 
Greenbelt Road intersection very 
poor, fear that introducing an¬ 
other traffic source there would 
make the situation impossible. 

Other Issues 

There are other issues, brought 
out during the work session, on 
which council will have to make 
decisions: 

—Single-family housing ? 
Council's position has been that 
the city has more than enough 
multiple-family housing units, 
and that remaining vacant land 
should be devoted to providing 
additional single-family detach¬ 
ed homes. Council will be forced 
to reexamine this stand as it re¬

lates to Parcel 15 because of the 
noise* and other difficulties associ¬ 
ated with that land. Bresler's 
view is that construction of de¬ 
tached homes would “decimate 
the land,” and APB members 
seem to agree with him. 

— Townhouses ? Noise and 
traffic would still be problems, 
but the increased development 
density for Bresler should let him 
donate a larger buffer area to the 
city next to the lake. Mike Shep¬ 
herd of Charlestowne Village 
Board of Directors (and an A- 
PB member) sees the primary 
interest of his fellow homeown¬ 
ers as being protection of their 
property values, and to this end 
the most desirable goal would be 
no development on Parcel 15, But 
recognizing the right of a land- 
owner to develop that land, Shep¬ 
herd also noted that a number 
of Charlestowne Village owners 
are ready to move to larger 
homes and would welcome the 
availability of larger townhouses 
nearby. 

— Commercial? Bresler show¬ 
ed interest in possible commer¬ 
cial uses for at least part of the 
southern 10 acres of Parcel 15. 
Likely forms might be townhou¬ 
ses used as professional office 
space, or a several-story office 
building. This would be another 
way in which Bresler could con¬ 
centrate profitable construction at 
the lower end of the parcel, and 
thus perhaps be able to concede 
more to the city nearer the lake. 

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld remind¬ 
ed the group that the absent 
Pilski had, at an earlier meeting, 
stated firm opposition to com¬ 
mercial zoning on any part of the 
parcel. Such zoning, in Pilski's 
view, could open the door for fur¬ 


ther rezoning to commercial us¬ 
es in the area, based on the con¬ 
cept of a “change in the charac¬ 
ter” of the neighborhood. 

— High-rise? At several 
points Bresler suggested that 
“another Charlestowne North” 
high-rise apartment building 
somewhere on Parcel 15 might 
be a way to achieve concentrated 
development. He spoke of the suc¬ 
cess of Charlestowne North over 
the years as measured in contin¬ 
ued high occupancy rate. He also 
contended that such a structure 
placed on the lower land west of 
the Legion would not be exces¬ 
sively obtrusive. 

Both Weidenfeld and Council¬ 
man Edward Putens voiced oppo¬ 
sition to high-rise construction, 
but Werner Neupert of Lakeside 
Citizens Association Board of Di¬ 
rectors said that a Charlestowne 
North-type building somewhere 
in Parcel 15 but not in view from 
the lake might be a desirable use 
for the land. 

— Elderly housing? Bresler 
eventually said that it would not 
be economically feasible in the 
current market to put up a high- 
rise rental unit, unless it were 
done as subsidized high-rise 
housing for the elderly. He said 
he did not know whether such a 
use would be marketable in 
Greenbelt, whereupon City Man¬ 
ager James Giese remarked that 
Green Ridge House .now has a 
waiting list of 200 persons for 
openings under the “Section 8” 
federal subsidy program. Bresler 
thought the city might want to 
consider further the idea of eld¬ 
erly housing use for part of the 
southern 10 acres, either pri- 
vately owned or constructed un- 


der city or county housing au¬ 
thority financing, 

— Consider Parcels 1 and 2 
rezoning along with Parcel 15? 
Parcels 1 and 2? How to react to 
this suggestion by Bresler may 
be one of the more difficult de¬ 
cisions for council as it considers 
further its stand regarding Par¬ 
cel 15. Although none of the three 
councilmen present spoke to this 
concept, APB Chairman Bill Wil- 
kerson said he liked the idea of 
looking at the three parcels to¬ 
gether. He thought it might solve 
some trade-off problems. Coun¬ 
cil, on the other hand, last year 
sharply rebuffed Bresler’s wish 
to rezone Parcels 1 and 2 for in¬ 
creased density in the form of 
townhouses. 

The ultimate question may be, 
Is Greenbelt now facing another 
in its series of rezoning battles? 
It looks very possible. City of¬ 
ficials and advisors and citizen 
groups are presently showing 
some divergences of views about 
ways in which Parcel 15 might be 
developed. But their efforts to 
reach solutions are still only in 
the early stages of discussion, 
and there is already unanimity 
on one key point: Any construc¬ 
tion on this parcel is going to 
bring new headaches for Green¬ 
belt, and the only hope is to find 
least - of - the - evils compro¬ 
mises. Bresler, during the work 
session, left little doubt that he 
is pushing toward rezoning and 
development of part or all of Par¬ 
cel 15; that he would prefer to 
avoid a rezoning battle; but that 
if the city wants concessions 
from him, it is going to have to 
make concessions in return. 

Council has scheduled a further 
work session on Parcel 15 for 
Wednesday, March 23. _

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HISTORY OF PARCEL IS 


by Virginia Beauchamp 

The issue of rezoning Parcel 15 — the undeveloped section of 
land which lies between Charlestowne Village and the Beltway — 
was first introduced in 1961. The owners at that time, H. Glenn 
Garvin and W. A. Martin, sought a change in zoning that would per¬ 
mit construction of high-rise apartments {48 units per acre). This 
was one among a package of eight rezoning requests made by the 
developers for some 360 acres they then owned in Greenbelt. 

After strenuous objections by the Advisory Planning Board, the 
Greenbelt city council, and the Prince Georges County Planning Board 
of the Maryland-National Capital Park and Planning Commission, 
the county commissioners (the earlier form of county government 
operating at that time) denied the request. They did, however, ap¬ 
prove a change from the designation of RPC (rural planned com¬ 
munity) to R-55, requiring individual homes on 6500-foot lots. R-55 
accorded with the zoning plan adopted by the MNCPPC in 1957 for 
the entire Greenbelt area. In taking this position, the commissioners 
went on record in favor of overall planning rather than piecemeal 
zoning. 

In May 1962 new owners, Charles Bresler and two partners, Ted 
N. Lerner and Isadore Gudelsky, took over the property and on May 
14, 1963 they filed rezoning petitions for R-30 apartment zoning 
(10-12 units per acre) for all of the tract except a 5.1-acre section 
just west of the American Legion and next to Greenbelt Rd. On that 
parcel they asked for commercial zoning. However, the owners did 
not press for immediate action. 

School Site? 

In the meantime the county school board became interested in 
using the southernmost section next to Greenbelt Rd. for an elemen¬ 
tary school. Simultaneously the school board was considering a site 
off Northway extended near the old sanitary landfill for a senior high 
school, a proposal which met with much disfavor from Greenbelt 
citizens because of the impact of traffic on the narrow residential 
street (Ridge Rd.) which would give access to the property. Green- 
belters recommended Parcel 15, with easy access to a major highway 
and its attractive proximity to the lake park as a better location. In 
December 1964 the school board instituted condemnation proceedings 
to acquire Parcel 15, 

Throughout the first half of 1965, attempts by the school board 
staff to reach an agreement with Bresler (who represented the own¬ 
ers) regarding the acquisition of the land proved unsuccessful. Fin¬ 
ally, in June 1965, the city council was told that Bresler would agree 
to sell parcel 15 to the school board at a mutually-agreed upon price, 
provided the city council offered no opposition to higher-density 
zoning for parcels 1 and 2 — land also owned by Bresler and associ¬ 
ates. 

(The News Review’s report of citizen testimony in a council meet¬ 
ing over this issue later became the major exhibit in a libel suit filed 
against the paper by developer Bresler. After losing at both the 
Circuit Court and Appellate Court levels in Maryland, the News Re¬ 
view appealed the decisions to the Supreme Court, which unanimously 
reversed the lower court decisions.) 

In October 1965, the city council turned down this proposal, 
Bresler offered to the school board 60 acres of land on parcel 2 near 
the Baltimore-Washington Parkway for a three-school complex, in¬ 
cluding an elementary school (which had been scheduled for the par¬ 
cel 15 site). 

The city council, local PTA’s, Greenbelt Homes, Inc. and Citizens 
for a Planned Greenbelt vigorously objected to this site for a senior 
high school because of its expected adverse impact on local traffic 
conditions and its disruptive effects on the Master Plans for this 
area. Instead they reiterated support for the parcel 15 site. 

On March 24, 1966, the school board made a final decision to 
purchase 60 acres on parcel 2 for a 3-school complex. The condem¬ 
nation suit for parcel 15, which had been scheduled for April 7, 1966, 
was dismissed. 

An additional 10 acres of parcel 1 was purchased by the school 
board in 1969, plans were drawn up and construction was imminent, 
but the schools were never built. The school board staff had en¬ 
countered serious problems with sewage hook-up, road access and 
positioning of the three schools. The long, hard battle by Green¬ 
belt s organizations, Save Our Community Committee, citizens and 
city council joined by state officials had succeeded. Finally, on 
February 9, 1971, the Board of Education approved purchase of 40 
acres east of the Baltimore-Washington Parkway for the new Elea¬ 
nor Roosevelt High School. 

More Apartment Zoning? 

In the summer of 1966 the owners of Parcel 15 requested R-18 
zoning (apartments, 20 units per acre) for all of the tract except 
the 5 acres for which C-l zoning had earlier been requested. Again 
the city objected. This newspaper editorialized that the developer’s 
petition for high-density apartment zoning, which was based on prox¬ 
imity to the adjacent high—density development on the Charlestowne 
Village tract, failed to note that that development had been accomp¬ 
lished by the petitioner’s disregard of covenants he had earlier 
signed with the county. These covenants were designed to hold 
down density in consistency with the original Greenbelt concept of a 
residential planned community. At that time the county commission¬ 
ers sustained the city’s objection and denied the petition. 

Indoor Tennis? 

In September 1970 the city acquired just under three acres of the 
Parcel 15 tract to complete the pedestrian walkway around the lake 
and extend the lake park. Then exactly two years later council 
turned down a plan by the Lancer Corporation to build an indoor 
tennis facility on 4.5 acres of Parcel 15. Council members feared 
that such a facility would open the door to other commercial ventures 
on the property. From time to time the possibility has also been 
raised by the developer to build a motel on the southern section of 
the land adjacent to Greenbelt Rd. and next to the American Legion. 


Current Plans 

In 1978 three drawings were presented by the developers for pro-^ 
posed layout of streets, parking lots and placement of buildings on 
the most northern section of the tract, approximately 19 acres. One 
sketch called for R-80 zoning (three units per acre), with 46 single 
family homes arranged around four cul-de-sacs. The second and 
third sketches called for R-U zoning (comprehensive design for res- 
idential-ui;ban, allowing for 8-12 units per acre and permitting con¬ 
struction of townhouses and apartments). 

Without taking a position on which proposal to endorse, council 
reaffirmed its feeling that free standing detached homes would be the 
preferable use for the property. 

Saving Trees 

The developers and the city agreed in the rerouting of a 96” water 
main through the property. Part of a WSSC project for a 24-mile 
bi-county main connecting the Potomac Plant on River Rd. in Beth- 
esda with a terminus near Central Ave in southern Prince Georges 
County, the main was originally planned to lie adjacent to the Belt- 
way, The city and the owners of the property, however, success¬ 
fully protested this placement, which would have required removal of 
many fine trees which form a buffer between the heavily traveled 
highway and the projected residential development. 

Construction of the water main, now completed, was moved some 
distance east of the original proposed location. A future roadway 
providing access to residences on the tract will probably be built above 
this water main. 

Against this background of 22 years of discussion about the 
development of this land, the city council convened a work session on 
February 23 to review proposals by the developers and by its Ad¬ 
visory Planning Board. (Story on page one.)
